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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments for Claims 1-4,6-8,10-14,16 and 
19-21 are found to be persuasive. In regards to claim 9, applicant argues that the references do not disclose the claimed limitations. This 
is errenous as disclosed in the claim the nanostructures are ADAPTED to transfer thermal or electrical energy. Since the reference 
disclose the structure of the claimed invention then it would be adapted to transfer thermal or electrical energy. In regards to claim 15, 
applicant argues that the Shin reference does not disclose the nanostructures disposed on the first and second sides of the intermediate 
layer. The Shin reference discloses this limitation in regards to the nanostructures adhered to the intermediate layer. In addition applicant 
argues that the Shin reference does not disclose the attactive forces of the nanostructure to the intermediate layer, claim 15 does not 
disclose that atrractive or intermolecular force as argued by the applicant. Therefore the rejection of claims 9,15 and 17-18 still stands. 
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
